died at his home on Orange 
avenue last Saturday after a 
period of illness. Kad he lived 
until this coming February he 
would have been 79 years old. 


Mr. Root was very well known 


and highly respected by all of the 
early builders and planners of the 
San Gabriel valley, a man known 
for his good business judgment. He 
was born at Mentor, Ohio, February 
28, 185, his parents being Erastus 
and Laura Root. They were New 
England people who had become 
pioneers in the new Ohio region. 
While they were still boys in their 
teeens, he and his brother, W. S. 
loot, came to the northern part of 
California and later to western Can- 
ada. When in a mood for reminis- 
cence, Mr. Root told many interest- 
ing stories of encounters with In- 
dians in the early days, and of the 
life in lumber camps. 


Later, Leslie Root went to Vir- 


ginia, where he engaged in the lum- 
ber business, owning his own mil 
and conducting a prosperous busi- 
ness. In 1882 he returned to Men- 
tor, Ohio, and married N3ttie C 
Daniels, and in 1886 the family cam

for more than ten years.

Mr. Root was foreman for 150 
acres of property owned by C. A. 
Newcomb of Detroit, situated at San 
Bernardino road and Orange ave- 
nue. Under his supervision a well 
was drilled on this property as an 
experiment, and demonstrated that 
water in sufficient quantities could 
be had at about one hundred to one 
hundred and twenty-five feet from 
the surface. In a few years (about 
1898), Mr. Root joined in a com- 
munity drilling on the E. R. Coff- 
man ranch, which well was later sold 
to the Azusa Irrigating company. He 
was also one of the owners and de- 
velopers of the Boulevard Water 
company on El Monte street. 


Mr. Root was one of the first to

Explanation Made of Its Gold Con- 


tent and .Effect on Average 


Citizen 


What does the 60-cent or 50-cent 
ollar proposed by President Roose- 
velt in his message to congress mean 
o the average individual? 


The mechanics of it ere simple. 
n place of the 23.22 grains of gold 
vhich by law have gone into the 
[ollar, it will contain under a 40 per 
ent devaluation only 13.93 grains; 
under a 50 per cent devaluation, 
1.61 grains. 
The total monetary gold stock of 


he country, according to the latest 
ederal reserve report, is about $4,- 
23,000,000. All or nearly all is held 
e'ther in the United States treasury 
ir in the federal reserve banks, 
ince it is unlawful for private citi- 
;ens 
to have gold money or gold 


:ertiflcates. The president proposes 
o seize it all for the treasury, paying 
he reserve banks with paper money. 
All this gold will then be revalued. 
f the gold in the dollar is fixed at 
13.93 grains, the $4,323,000,000 will 
become $7,205,740.000. If fixed at 
$12.61 grains, it will become $8,646,- 
000,000. 
Presumably 
new 
paper 


money will be issued by the gov- 
ernment, based on this increase in 
:he number of dollars, and it will 
take its place alongside all the other 
currency in circulation. In addition, 
it will form the basis for expansion 
of credit by the banks. 


The increase in the supply 
of 


money, theoretically, means higher 
prices for everything the average 
individual has to buy. The $100 or 
the $1000 the average man has in 
his pocket or his bank accounts wil 
change in value as prices go up un- 
der the stimulus of the added vol- 
ume of money. 


The advance in the price leve 


from a year ago makes the average 
man's dollar actually worth abou 
85 cents today as compared with 
last year at this time, according to 
some statisticians.

Let's get down to actual figures 
Since the corporation was estab- 


lished on August 7, 1933, getting un- 
der way by September 1, there havi 
been received in the state more than 
40,000 applications aggregating more 
than 130,000,000; upward of 540C 
foreclosures have been postponed a 
the request of the corporation; fully 
20,000 preliminary appraisals anc 
10,000 final appraisals made, anc 
best of all, up to December 30 mor< 
than 1900 loans had been closed fo: 
a total of $5,500,000. 


In giving these figures; Manage 


Butler called attention to the fae 
that for four weeks California hai 
been second on the honor roll o 
states in loans closed in the entir 
nation in thosfe periods. 


California also, said Manager But 


ler, was sixth in the number of ap 
plications filed and fourth in tota 
loans closed to date. On an averag 
approximately 300 loans are close 
weekly, and each day 200 loans ar 
receiving final approval and sent to 
the final stage preceding closing. 


"In four months," said Mr. Butler, 


"working under pressure I could not 
not describe, an organization has 
been builded to carry on a busi- 
ness which would tax an organiza- 
tion that had been established for 
twenty-five years. Huge obstacles 
have been overcome, and the result 
is apparent in the figures I have 
just given."

'hich no postage has been paid and 
carry it to the postoffice to be held 
or postage. 


From the federal reserve bank of 
Ban Francisco, which reports that 
ousiness on the Pacific coast showed 
an aggregate gain, with both indus- 
try and trade more active than a 
year earlier.

The reason why the average individual doesn't understand 


what is meant by revaluation or devaluation of the dollar is be- 
cause it is meaningless. It doesn't mean a thing. It is as mean- 
ingless as the "mark-up" or "mark-down" of goods in a store. 
The value of the goods to the consumer remains exactly the 
same, because it is the usefulness or desirability of the goods 
that fixes the value, not the price.

times, and is only valuable as a med- 
ium of exchange for things that are 
valuable.

But attempts to 
resuscitate the gold standard, or to 
apply it even in modified form to 
the completely changed conditions 
of the world is but a bone thrown 
to those who still advocate the re- 
tention of the gold standard and hope 
for an eventual return to it. More 
than half the world has abandoned 
gold, including the United States, 
and the best economists declare that 
a return to that outworn standard 
would retard world recovery for 
many years. Incidentally, all citi- 
zens should remember that economic 
recovery is nonpartisan and rion- 
political.

The civilized world long ago went 


away and left the gold standard 
when people no longer demanded 
the actual gold in their hands. When 
they began to universally accept 
warehouse receipts in the form of 
paper dollars and deposit currency 
checks, the gold standard disappear- 
ed, and fussing with the theoretical 
amount of gold behind the dollar is 
just a holdover from that ancient 
obsession, the gold illusion, as Prof. 
Tisher calls it. 


We love the gold standard as an 


institution, mistaking memory for 
iresent actuality. Although gold has 
tot been our money for many years, 
trr. still fondle the idea that we have 
t when we have a gold certificate. 


My grandfather was proud of the 
act that he had carried the same 
ackknife for fifty years, and nothing 
could make him part with it. But in 
hat time, according to his own tell 


had had three new handles and 


ive new blades put in it. It was still 
the same knife to him. 


OLD CONDITIONS GONE 


Most of us are now agreed that 


;he old order of business is gone 
•orever—that the world has entered 
a new era which has little or nothing 
;o do with politics and so-callec 
statesmen in any country, but has 
everything to do with new trade 
lanes, new inventions that have wip- 
ed out old customs, new light with 
which to drive out old superstitions, 
social, religious, economic. But still 
the gold illusion persists, even to the 
point where the president of the 
United States solemnly urges con- 
gress to give him greater authority 
to theoretically remove a certain 
amount of gold from the dollar. 
There isn't any gold in the dollar, 
and hasn't been for some time. Of 
course, there is a supply of gold held 
and called the base of our currency, 
but our medium of exchange has not 
relied on it for many years. It is 
only when a foreign country re- 
quests a correction to an adverse 
;rade balance that gold is solemnly 
weighed and shipped to that coun- 
try—and this practice also has large- 
ly fallen into disuse. They now con- 
tinue to delude themselves by "ear- 
marking" the gold—that is to say— 
when we would correct a trade bal 
ance with a foreign country xhey as' 
us to weigh the gold and set it astd 
in our vaults in this country, wit 
their tag on it. Instead of actuall 
performing this hocus-pocus, the in 


effect v/ill be to establish a more 
favorable bookkeeping account in 
the government treasury, and make 
t possible to repudiate a lot of paper 
debts by issuing approximately two 
paper dollars for the same amount 
of gold on hand. The government 
could do the same thing by ignoring 
;he presence or the equation of gold 
altogether. Concentrating the atten- 
tion on the theoretical gold content 
of a dollar is a form of crystal gaz- 
ing, and links us with the supersti- 
tious past. Gold is a sort of rabbit's 
foot in relation to currency. 


, 
CREDIT IMPORTANT 


The government's credit, like that 


of the individual, is an entirely dif- 
ferent matter. That is something that 
is overwhelmingly valuable, and is 
the basis of all business. Printed 
across the face of the gold or silver 
certificates are the words: "United 
States of America.' 
That's what 


makes it valuable, not the gold or 
silver. Those words have the assets 
of one hundred and twenty million 
virile, progressive people behind 
them. 


The value of those certificates at 


any given moment is governed by 
the prices of commodity stocks in 
the country. If commodity stock 
prices are low the value of the dollar 
is liigh, because it will buy more 
when prices are low. That's the situ- 
ation at the present time. But it is 
the price of commodity stocks that 
fluctuates, not the dollar. The dol- 
lar, save as a medium of exchange, 


token, or warehouse receipt, is as 
worthless as the waste paper that 
lows around in the gutter. 


STABILIZE COMMODITIES 


There is only one way to stabilize 
he dollar, ard that is to stabilize 
ommodity prices. Stabilize com- 


medium of exchange with which to 
buy—unless we learn thic lesson we 
are destined to a perpetual and per- 
manent business depre^ion that 
causes the people to sink lower and 
lower into abject peonage, removing 
purchasing power in relation to the 
extent of the downward movement 
of living standards. Given the right 
to work and produce, any people will 
be prosperous, and without gold or 
silver metallic bases for their cur- 
rency. 


KEEP MONEY MOVING 


Circulate the currency freely at 


all times and make the only require- 
ment for its possession that of useful 
labor, mental and physical, and com- 
modity stocks will be adequately 
distributed, with resultant prosper- 
ity. An unemployed man said to me 
yesterday: 


"What do we care what's be- 


hind, the dollar if we haven't got 
it?" 
You have heard that remark be- 


fore, but it is hard to find an answer 
for it. Give him the dollar—give him 
a generous and adenuate amount of 
dollars, regardless of gold and silver 
and interest rates, and he'll work 
and make and use the things that 
are needed and useful. And when 
that is done we can all forget the 
superstitious hocus-pocus of gold 
contents and other things that be- 
long properly in the Arabian Nights.

Middiewest and western schools 


use the certificate plan for. admis- 
sion. Under thrTplan the high~school" 
is examined for fundamental quali- 
ties for proper certified and quali- 
fied teachers, course of study and 
equipment. The graduates of the 
school having completed fifteen units 
of approved subjects and having 
made grades displaying ability to do 
university work will be admitted 
without examination. 


COLLEGES DIFFER 


Many of the colleges differ in sub-

Equalizing Sports— 


It has been the history of sports that, just 


at the very heighth of their seeming popular- 
ity, the tide turns, public favor wavers, and 
other games supersede and supplant the game 
which had every evidence of perpetual popu- 
larity. 


That is what is happening now to American 


football. It is drawing the world's greatest 
throngs, greater by far than any that came 
to see the Christians fed to the lions in the 
Roman arenas. At the same time one great 
university after another is prohibiting Ameri- 
can football, and soon it will be as moribund 
in the small schools as is baseball. And, per- 
haps, baseball will stage a comeback. It de- 
serves such a renaissance, for it is cleaner, 
faster, more open and more athletic in the 


. proper sense, than American football. 


Bill Henry of "The Times" predicted re- 


. - ^cently that we are to see Rugby sweep the 


country, pointing out that there are twelve 
teams actively playing on the Pacific coast, 
with many scattered thruout America. Rugby 
is fast, has many of the athletic elements of 
basketball, which by the way, was fashioned 
largely from Rugby as an indoor game. 


But of more significance is the evident 


trend toward what is called intramural sports 
in schools, which means in the main that an 
athletic program is being devised that will 
utilize all students, and not just a few pos- 
sessed of beef and brawn. 


The very ones who need athletics in the 


schools are denied the right to a very large 
extent. Students of weak physique are at 
present ashamed to show up on a field of 
sports, except as yell leaders, or to figure in 
the reflected limelight by acting as some sort 
of a petty official. Intramural sports are de- 
signed as a balanced program for all students. 


For example, the champion hand-over-hand 


rope-climber today is a one-legged boy. This 
one fact illuminates a picture of what may 
be accomplished by playing down the stu- 
dent who does not need the athletic training, 
and playing up the one who in varying de- 
grees is temporarily or even permanently 
handicapped physically. 


Brute force in athletics is a holdover from 


the old necessity for the building of warriors 
when hand-to-hand battle was the method of 
settling disputes between tribes and nations. 
Those who glorify American football should 
reflect on an expression from the underworld, 
in which they speak of an automatic pistol 
as an "equalizer." By this they mean that 
no matter how big the cop, or how little the 
gunman, the pistol equalizes the encounter. 


Brain Trusts— 


Concerning one academic economist of the 


so-called "brain trust," a financier said re- 
cently: "What does he know about money 
or business? He never made a dollar ir; busi- 
ness himself " 


This is a natural criticism, but it is based 


entirely on the wrong premise, and contrary 
to the facts connected with all progress. Busi- 
ness men do not reform or reconstruct their 
own businesses; religions do not themselves 
slough off the supers litions and grave-clothes 
of their creeds; schools do not bring about re- 
forms from within—man seldom reforms him- 
self until it is insisted upon by others who 
assist him to do it. Self examination is one 
of the rarest traits of the human being. Rob- 
ert Burns said something about how marvel- 
ous it would be if we could see ourselves as 
others see us. 


But in finance, especially world finance, it 


is more than ever necessary that the reforma- 
tion be instigated and prosecuted by minds 
completely divorced from actual practice of 
the subject. Salter, English writer and econo- 
mist, declares that no man in the banking 
business has even the remotest idea of the 
system as a whole. He never knows more 
than comes into his immediate purview. The 
competitive system itself is built upon blind 
leading the blind; indiscriminate shooting into 
the dark in the hope that there might be a 
flock of ducks flying over at that particular 
time. 


Bankers and others engaged in internation- 


al trade were satisfied to return to pre-war 
business methods in 1919, making no allow- 
ance for the tremendous dislocation of trade 
lanes; of inventions that had changed the en- 
tire meaning of some of the oldest customs; 
completely oblivious to the fact that the gold 
standard could not in any sense be adequate 
in a world that had gone thru a profound 
metamorphosis. Business men and bankers, 
absorbed in their work, have no perspective 
nor retrospective abilities, or inclinations. 


All of the great reforms have come from 


the outside observer, either interested or dis- 
interested, but always an individual who 
could remove himself from an object far 
enough to see all of it, and appraise it. The 
formation of the capitalistic system itself, up- 
on which the Bank of England rested until 
recently, was a product of Oxford university 
and other academicians, not of the counting- 
house. And it became a world system by trial 
and error, until it worked in a fairly satisfac- 
tory way, breaking down when the world 
went away and left it, like a tidal wave that 
sweeps upon a beach, strands a ship and 
leaves it high and dry on the rocks. 


Whether or not the present so-called "brain 


trust" is valuable in our present dilemma, it 
is certain that all reform comes from just 
such sources. A weakling, too crippled to 
fight, discovered the process of making 
bronze, which when made into swords and 
spears, established forever the glorious prow- 
ess of stupid captains on the field of battle.

That Clever Radio Again— 


Newspapers, thru long and weary years of 


being criticized, sworn at and sued, have quite 
generally established rules in the publishing 
of news that are based on the news value and 
its accuracy, and riot on sensational distortion 
for effect. This applies, of course, to all good 
newspapers, not to the small number that live 
on near-slander and social filth. 


But the radio is new, and it seems that it 


must go thru a severe course before the sys- 
tem learns that broadcasting of rumor, or the 
malting of fiction based on some actual event, 
is sure to be misunderstood and misinterpret- 
ed. The radio has not yet developed a sense 
of responsibility to the public. Libel suits and 
loud roars from the people will eventually 
correct this condition. 


As an example, the city of Glendale is up 


in arms because a radio station "dramatized" 
the recent flood horrors in that region. Be- 
lieving that they were pulling a very clever 
stunt, the radio broadcast purported to be 
conducting an interview with the mayor of 
Glendale and other officials of that city, and 
wisecracks were made and misinformation 
given out that immediately caused violent 
repercussions in the suburban city. 


The mayor was not in the radio studio. He 


wasn't broadcasting, nor were any of Glen- 
dale's officials. It was just a "play," the radio 
officials 
said—a dramatization of certain 


events connected with the flood. Astonished 
and hurt at the criticism that poured in on 
them, the radio officials said that, of course, 
they thought the public would realize that 
their play was just a play and nothing else, 
and that they would know that the mayor 
was not there, and wasn't being interviewed 
in person. 


All of which betrays the bland ignorance 


and irresponsib'lity of some radio managers 
and program makers, engaged in conducting 
a comparatively new business, and not realiz- 
ing that ninety-nine per cent of the people 
think and act in a forthright and literal man- 
ner. Newspapers know that subleties are al- 
ways misunderstood. News must be written 
plainly, without a chance for double mean- 
ings. Newspapers in handling news can not 
speak in parables, nor make an ingenious 
dramatization of the facts. 


If the radio must dramatize everything, let 


them pick on something that happened a thou- 
sand years ago, not on current events. The 
intent may be all right, but hell is paved with 
good intentions. Facts are hard enough to 
segregate from fiction under any circum- 
stances. Mixing fact and fiction for entertain- 
ment is something that the radio must learn 
not to do.

CANYON WATER RIGHTS 


Attorney P. J. Tscharner, who has 


handled much of the litigation and 
legal affairs for the company, made 
a report on the tentative agreement 
reached between the protective asso- 
ciation and the city of Pasadena, 
concerning the proposed diversion of 
water from the canyon by the city 
of Pasadena. He revealed, as was 
also the case in the report to the 
annual meeting of the Covina Irri- 
gating company, that an agreement 
has been drawn up and initialed by 
the parties concerned, which, in his 
estimation, is fair to all parties, and 
that its issuance to the stockholders 
and the public will follow its re- 
lease by the Pasadena city board of 
directors. 


Until the contents of the agree- 


ment have been formally released, 
the contents are not available for 
discussion, but its essence is contain- 
ed in the known fact that the city 
of Pasadena agrees to withdraw all 
claims to rights in the San Gabriel 
canyon as soon as Colorado river 
water is delivered by the Metropoli- 
tan water district to the dam built 
by the city of Pasadena in the can- 
yon. With Emple water for that city 
stored behind the dam, the need for 
the canyon water will not continue. 


When the agreement is released by 


the city of Pasadena and the protec- 
tive association, which latter organi- 
zation is acting for all irrigating 
companies, cities and communities in 
the San Gabriel river basin from the 
mountains to the seacoast inclusive, 
it will be necessary for special stock- 
holders' meetings to be called for

Damage of $850,000 


From Recent Floods 


Damage estimated at $850,000 was 


done to flood control protection work 
in Los Angeles county by the New 
Year's storm, it was set forth in a 
report filed with the board of super- 
visors by E. C. Eaton, chief engineer. 


Practically all the damage was 


done to temporary protective work 
and by far the greater part was con- 
iined to the Montrose and La Cres- 
centa areas. The estimate was made 
following a number of field inspec- 
tion trips by flood control engineers, 
and computed by figuring the cost 
of replacement. Jn some cases, pro- 
tective work along flood control 
channels must be entirely recon- 
structed, while in other instances 
major repairs are required, Eaton 
stated.
